The confersnee
waa productive of no resuits, The
situation ja now -declarsd Lo ba hope.
losg and It Is foared that the carmen
will vote o pirike when thoy gather
in & mans meeting at 1 o'clock tonight.

Thera was little change on the
telephonie strike today, The company
had a few more operators al work bul
the service was badly orippled. To-
night the cables contalning All of the
wiret running Into the "West” ox-
change were out on ons of the polen,
Unth repalred this leaves o large Becs
tlon of the elty entirely withodt tele-
phone connections,

SAN FRANCISCO, May 4—The oul-
look In the lsbor situation here s not
particularly bright and no chance for
an immadiate settlement of any of the
questions now Involved la at present
apparent. The telephone strike Tas
orippled tho servive and last night the
whole system had practically come to
a sandstitl,  The operntors Are now
weouring support from all dlrections
and 1t 18 fenred that the lnemen will
go out on a sympathetle steike, which
will still further complicate the stua-
tlon, In the cane of emergoncy hos-
pitals 1t haw been found norostary to
dispateh mountoed pollce to nct as mes-
pongors and general businoss has been
perlously affected.

In the stook marketa a docline fol-
lownd the suspension of the device
B0 far no dlsturbance to amount te
anything has wccompaniod the strike.

The ironworkers are still Airm In
thelr demands and the proposition for
a mottlement by arbliration hias now
boen abandoned owing to the negatlve
position taken by the trades oounell,

The carmen will maeet tomorrow
mornlng to vote on the question of the
threatenod atrike. The men are stand-
ing by thelr demand for 81 and an
¢lght-hour day. while the company Ia
stll fNrm In tte powitlon and that the
riate oextablished by the bodrd of ar-
bitvation I8 the limit beyond which it
will not go. The outlook In gonernlly
considered unfavorable for any pooifio!
sottlement of the diMcalty, and the

Steel Hull Filled With Lumber
Completely Destroyed,

ARTHUR FITGER OF GERMANY

Crew Escaped in Lifeboat—Flames
Too Fierce For Fire Tuge—Veassl
Valued at $125,000—Cargo at $30,000
—Both Were Covered by Insurance.

SEATTLE, May 4-—~Loaded with
lumber the full big steel hull of the
German schooner Arthur Fitger, lying
outslde Salmon by, near the west
point lighthouke, was burned last
night, The onrgo, worth 330,000, wan
completely dostroyed, Both cargo and
vessel were Insured,

The fire siarted In the palnt room
nft and crept slowly but with Irre-
sintible Impotuous forward and in about
two hours the flamoes poured from
fem to storn, The fAre boat  amd
numerons tugs that stood nlongslde
wore repellod by the Intenss heat,

The erew of 12 men In the forecastle
when the famaes broke out gathered
up thely belongings and lowering n
Mtebont escapsd to the shore,

The Arthur Fltsger was owned by
the Schmidt Company of Hamburg,
(lormaony, shippers, and wan valuod at
$125,000, 8he was bullt In  Belfant,
Muaine, in 1880. Her tonnage was 1727,
and she was 262 feet long and 23 feel
beam.

Hefore golng to the Bound the Ar-
thur Fitgor was at Astorla, Bhe ar-
tlved here from Antwerp during the
lutter part of the winter, with a cargo
conalgned to Meyer, Wlison & Co,
of Portland, Falllng to get a grain
charter for the outgoing trip, she was
fingly eongoged to go to  Port
Blakoley in ballast to recelve a cargo
of lumber for the West Const of South
Amerlen, While she was at Blakely
the mill plants there were burned to
the ground and she was obliged to go
to another nearby port to load,

HEARING FOR BRIBING JURY

W. N. Yost Held Subject To Service
For Attempting To Bribe J. L.
Waggonenr—Twenty Thousand Men
and Women Marched in Big Parade,

NEW YORK, May 4~Two long
lines of men and women, uvrobably
20,000 of them, (ralled through (the
stroets of the upper and lower Eust-
side today in o demonstration of
sympathy for Moyer, Heywood and
Pettibone. A part of ithe paraders
crowded the Grand Contral Palace to
wind up the demonstration in- one of
the biggest unjon labor and soclalist
meetings seen in New York In a long
time. There was no disordor.

When Chalrman Morrls  Hilquist
mentlonsd President Roosevell’s namae
it wia retelved with & storm of hisses,
It was pnot s fact, Hilquist sald, Moyer,
Heywood and Pettibone had done any
of the things witn which they were
oharged that made them “Undesirable
cltisens,” it was the fwct that they
were law-ablding coitizens, ecfrnest
workers for thelr fellow man that In-
ducisd the president to make the
statements ho did agalnst tham. To
the laboring men, he sald, D¢bs, Moyer
and Heywood are not “undesicable
eltisens,”

“UndesirAble citizens” to the labor-
g men are the capitalists, minsown-
ers and governors of the Statea of
Colorado and Idaho. “To us” he sald,
“he man who has been elected to
the highest office in the land and who
usos his power to trample down the
men whose lives may depend up-
on opennoss and faleness of the publie
mind has violated his solemn oath.
Ho 18 an "Undesirable oltizen”

Editor Joseph Vanbibe of a Soclalist
paper spoke for an hour, and Intro-
duced a s*t of resalutions covering
eviry phaso of the case which will be
sont to all the members of coOngrods,
to the supreme court and to the prosi-
dent. Followlng him Willlam A, Coak-
ley spoke.

He sald the laboring men are good
Amorieans and that they belleve they
have cortidin rights under the constl-
tution and proposs to have them, He
sald “organized labor  belleved  thoee
men were Innocent, but all they axked
Is faly trind, 1€ Moyer, Heywood and
Pattibone are gullty of this crime, he

BOISE, May 4.—~W. N. Yost, charged
with attempt to corruptly Influence J.
L. Waggoner, one of the jurors who
will be subfhct to service In the
Stounenberg dases, wos today held In
ball of $500 to the distriet court of
Ada County, The preliminary éxami-
nation was held In the Justioe court
and attracted very little attention.
Waggoner testified today that on April
4, while he was serving as n juror In
the murder case, that Yost approache.l
W mand offered him 320 to poll the
white cross precinet as to its attitude
on the Moyer case. Yost further stat-
ed that according to Waggoner, that
the men on trial for the murder of
Stounenberg were belng ralivoaded
through to tha gallows, Waggoner
refuspd to take the money stating 10
Yost that he was on the Jury at that
time and had only been exouse] for
one day, that he was very busy oa his
farm and could not spare the time.
Waggoner sald he told Yost that he

(Waggoner) waf no frlend of the

Goodings or slate administration, and
acoording to the testimony given, he
gnve an his joanon for not undertaking
the work, his Inck of time, Wagdoner
flno testifled that he himself did not
know posltively at the time that he
would llkely be one of the jurors in
the Heywood case, and had no reason
to belleve Yost knew he would be
Attorney Nugent, one of the Heywood-
Moyer-Péttibone counsel  representad
Yomt and moved Youst's discharge for a
lnck of evidence. This was opposed
by the prosecution and was refused by
the Jjustice,

Ing by telegraph of Chief Counsel
Ford In Los Angeles, It was learned
today that it Is the Intention of the
grand jury to vote on returning brib-
ory Indlctments against certain offi=
oers, sometime next  week, probably
not latetthan Thursday, Both Lang-
don and Heney refused tp state
agalnst whom these Indictments will
be returned. It was learned that a
number of proseptive Indlctments are
to be voted on next week with refer-
ence *'o the United Rallways there are
ST-comprising the alleged ocomplicity
of the three men in the bribing of
the 18 supervisors and of another and
higher municipal official, at the same
time the grand jury will vote on the
réturning of 19 other indictments
charging the Political Boss with the
same crime In the same Jeal,

The amount of money, part cash and
part bonds, is alleged to bave been
by the prosecution to have been ex-
pended, is approximately $760,000.

Upon her arrival here, sho
struck a snag while going up the
Wislikah River to the American miil
which tore out some of the blades of
her propeller. She telegraphed her
owners about the matter, and asked
whether to have repairs made here,
or to be towed to the city for them.
8he took on part of a load and In
dropping down the river Monday night
a collision with the dock seeming Im-
minent, the master dropped the an-
chor, which caught In the electric
light cable which lies in the bottom of
the river, and cut it In two, putiing
part of the clty In darkness for an
houyr or so.
